MP Binley 

MP Brian Binley has denied any 
wrongdoing after it was alleged he 
broke parliamentary rules by claim¬ 
ing more than £50,000 in taxpayer- 
funded expenses to rent a flat from 
his own company. 

The Conservative MP for 
Northampton South claimed £1,500 
a month from his firm, BCC Mar¬ 
keting, to rent the flat for more than 
three years. 

A report in yesterday’s Daily Tele¬ 
graph alleged Mr Binley’s rental 
claims were first flagged up by par- 
hamentary officials in April 2006, but 
the payments were not stopped until 
April this year. 

In 2006, he was told the claims 
were not allowed, but he was per¬ 
mitted to continue claiming after 
appealing to the Speaker of the 
House of Commons, Michael Martin. 
Mr Binley has not had to repay the 
£57,000 he received while the Speaker 
deliberated. 

He has insisted that the rent he 
paid to the company did not fully 
cover the costs of the mortgage on 
the flat. 

He told the Mercury yesterday: 
“If anyone would like to write to 
me. I’m more than happy to send 
them all the details. 

“I’ve always been totally open 
and honest about the claims I have 
made.” 

And speaking to the Daily Tele¬ 
graph, Mr Binley said: “I am an 
MP from a working-class back¬ 
ground who knows that most of his 
constituents don’t earn much above 
the average wage and therefore 
treats taxpayers’ money with the 
care it deserves.” 



A LORRY driver had to 
swim to safety follow¬ 
ing a head-on collision 
which forced his vehi¬ 
cle off a main road, over 
a bridge and straight 
into the Grand Union 
Canal in Northampton. 

The dramatic accident took 
place at about Ham on Tues¬ 
day when two lorries collided 
in Bedford Road, leaving one 
wedged precariously with its 
wheels trapped on railings 
over the canal and its cabin 
submerged in water. 

Police have revealed one of 
the drivers was arrested on 
suspicion of drink-driving. 

A spokesman said: ‘An artic¬ 
ulated lorry has ended up in a 
section of the Grand Union 
Canal after coming off the 
Bedford Road. The collision 
happened at 11.15am and 
resulted in two men being 
taken to Northampton Gen¬ 
eral Hospital with minor 
injuries. 

“One of these men has also 
been arrested on suspicion of 
drink-driving as a result of 
the collision.” 

Rescue workers were were

at the scene until late into the 
evening, while the drivers of 
both vehicles were treated by 
ambulance staff at the road¬ 
side before being taken to hos¬ 
pital. 

Firefighters and collision 
investigation officers joined 
forces with specialist teams 
from CMG Rescue Services to 


make the lorry secure, while 
representatives from both the 
Environment Agency and 
Anglian Water were called in 
to assess the risk to wildlife as 
the lorry leaked diesel into 
the canal. 

Billy Ellis, of CMG Rescue 
Services, was tasked with sal¬ 
vaging the lorry He said: “The 


obvious complicating factor 
was that the lorry wasn’t rest¬ 
ing on anything solid when 
it came to rest. It was just sus¬ 
pended in mid-air, and all the 
while we spent discussing our 
options, the cabin was filling 
up with water. 

Mr Ellis’s team worked in 
conjunction with firefighters 


to help bring the lorry back to 
dry land. 

Shaun O’Neill, of 
Northamptonshire Fire & Res¬ 
cue Service, said the driver 
had had a lucky escape. 

“He managed to swim to 
safety and no-one was trapped 
when we arrived,” he 
explained.

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Troubled 
pub gets 
upmarket 
new look 



A TOWN centre pub marred 
by months of controversy fol¬ 
lowing allegations of under¬ 
age drinking and anti-social 
behaviour is set to reopen as an 
upmarket bar and restaurant. 

The Wedgwood, in Abington Street, 
which was forced to close in October 
2007 after undercover swoops proved 
staff were selling alcohol to children, 
is currently undergoing a major over¬ 


haul. New owner Scottish and New¬ 
castle has given the venue, soon to 
be called Momo, a new lease of life and 
is hoping the former name and repu¬ 
tation of the place will become a dis¬ 
tant memory after it reopens on Friday 
July 3. 

Deputy manager Dom Weldon is 
currently overseeing the building 
work which has gutted the inside of 
the venue and opened up new spaces 
including the roof terrace, which will

be transformed into an “exotic- 
themed” garden where people can 
enjoy cocktails or a dish from the cos¬ 
mopolitan menu. 

Mr Weldon said: “We want to totally 
break away from how the pub used to 
be known. That’s why we don’t even 
want ‘formerly The Wedgwood’ on 
the sign. The entire bottom floor and 
top floor were gutted and the roof 
garden was opened up. We want peo¬ 
ple to see a complete transformation.” 


Former regulars of The Wedgwood 
should not expect to see the pub as it 
was, as the inside has been totally 
rebuilt. 

A bar runs the length of the ground 
floor with large sofa booths on the 
left, a VIP area at the back and a stair¬ 
case which splits in two up to the 
first floor clubbing area where resident 
DJs will play soulful house, R’n’B, 
electro and party music. 

Mr Weldon said the clientele the 


bar is targeting is professionals in 
the 20s and 30s age group who are 
looking for a “chiUed atmosphere and 
somewhere to enjoy themselves”. 

The bar’s new opening hours, 
granted by Northampton Borough 
Council’s licensing committee, will 
be between 10am and 2am from Sun¬ 
day to Thursday, and between 10am 
and 4am on Fridays and Saturdays.

Hospital 

revamp 

support 


PLANS to redevelop 
the former St 
Edmund’s Hospital in 
the centre of 
Northampton look set 
to he hacked hy coun¬ 
cillors, despite con¬ 
cerns about the demo¬ 
lition of an historic 
building on the site. 

The former hospital’s owners, 
Northampton- based developers 
Rochmills, revealed the large- 
scale plans for the redevelop¬ 
ment of the hospital at the 
beginning of the year. 

The scheme would see a 
retirement village, a number 
of shops, offices and a cafe 
developed on the Wellingbor¬ 
ough Road site, but the hospi¬ 
tal’s former infirmary build¬ 
ing would have to be pulled 
down. 

The latest plans come five 
years after demolition work 
first started on the site, with 
Rochmills blaming the com¬ 
plexities of the planning system 
for delays. Northampton Bor¬ 
ough Council’s planning com¬ 


mittee will discuss the latest 
plans on Thursday with mem¬ 
bers of the committee expected 
to give them their backing. 

The move is expected despite 
conservation officers from the 
council expressing “significant 
concerns” about the demoli¬ 
tion of the infirmary building. 

Despite the worries, council 
planning officer Andrew 
Holden said the demolition 
could be justified because it 
would allow the rest of the site 
to be modernised. 

In a report to the planning 
committee, he said: “Comments 
from the council’s conserva¬ 
tion officer indicate a concern 
that the demolition of the listed 
building should not be per¬ 
mitted if viability cannot be 
shown. However, it’s also recog¬ 
nised by the conservation offi¬ 
cer that the site is in a perilous 
state and that it may be nec¬ 
essary to accept the loss of one 
building to enable the others to 
be saved.” 

The proposed development 
scheme would also see the orig¬ 
inal workhouse on the site, 
which dates back to 1837, con¬ 
verted into offices.

A FAMILY-RUN horticultural 
business from Northampton 
which was started from a car¬ 
avan more than 40 years ago is 
preparing to supply flowers to 
prestigious sporting events 
including Royal Ascot, the Wim¬ 
bledon tennis championships 
and the British Grand Prix. 

Geraniums grown at Cramden Nurs¬ 
ery, off Harborough Road in Kingsthorpe, 
will adorn both the royal box at Ascot and 
be sprayed with champagne during the 
winners’ podium celebrations at Silver- 
stone, as well as being used for decora¬ 
tion at Wimbledon. 

The nursery has been supplying plants 
to Wimbledon and Ascot for more than 
15 years, and Silverstone for about the 
last six years. 

Nic Palmer, aged 33, runs the nursery 
with his partner Emily Mitchell and said: 
“Although we do feel proud to see our 
plants on display at these events, when

ing on the plants we’re growing for each 
event it’s the same as it is with any other 
customer.

Cramden Nursery was started more 
than 40 years ago by Mr Palmer’s father-in- 
law John Mitchell, who set up a caravan 
and wooden greenhouses on a piece of 
land nearby after moving to Northamp¬ 
ton from London.

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Cabinet 
reshuffle 
for Tories 


THE TEAM of people in 
charge of some of the 
most important public 
services in Northamp¬ 
tonshire has undergone a 
radical change, with a 
number of big names 
moved aside. 

The leader of Northamp¬ 
tonshire County Council, Coun¬ 
cillor Jim Harker {Con, Ketter¬ 
ing Rural) announced his 
cabinet reshuffle at County 
Hall yesterday morning fol¬ 
lowing the Conservatives' 
thumping win in the local elec¬ 
tions earlier this month. 

The changes have seen the 
council’s cabinet reduced from 
10 people to eight and a number 
of big names lose their posi¬ 
tions. 

Councillor Harker said: “It’s 
a younger cabinet. I think the 
average age has gone down by 
about 10 years and I’m really 
pleased about that.” 

Among the high profile 
names to leave the cabinet are 
the council’s former deputy 
leader and cabinet member for 
the environment, Councillor 
Ben Smith {Con, Greens Nor¬ 
ton), the former cabinet mem¬ 
ber for roads.

Seery (Con, Thrapston) and 
the former cabinet member for 
social services, CouncilLor Rose¬ 
mary Bromwich {Con, Towces- 
ter). 

Also part of the cabinet 
shake-up is the combination 
of both the environment and 
transport portfolios, which 
have been given to relative new¬ 
comer, Councillor Heather 
Smith {Con, Prebendal), who 
was elected to the council in 
2007. 

The new deputy leader of 
the council is Councillor Joan 
Kirkbride {Con, Bugbrooke), 
who previously had responsi¬ 
bility for schools. 

Schools has been passed to 
Councillor Andrew Grant {Con, 
Brackley East), Councillor 
Robin Brown {Con, Braunston) 
is brought back into cabinet 
to look after health and adult 
services. Councillor Bill Parker 
{Con, Brambleside) retains con¬ 
trol of finance and Councillor 
Andre Gonzalez de Savage {Con, 
East Hunsbury) has commu¬ 
nity safety and the fire service. 

The other new cabinet mem¬ 
ber is Councillor Andrew Lan¬ 
gley {Con, Irthlingborough) 
who takes the property port¬ 
folio.

Car scrappage 
deal ^working’ 

IT’S amazing the effect a cou¬ 
ple of grand can have on the 
new car market. 

The UK scrappage scheme - 
£1,000 from the Government, 
£1,000 from manufacturers for 
cars 10 years old and over - 
has boosted turnover mas¬ 
sively in less than a month. 

It has literally turned the 
“Spring of Scarperage” - driv¬ 
ers were steering well clear of 
showrooms due to the credit 
crunch - into the Summer of 
Scrappage for Britain. 

And the deals coming in are 
getting better and better. 

Mitsubishi, for instance, is 
ready to lend £100 million on 
low-deposit, low-finance deals 
and extend the offer to cars 
aged just five years or over. 

The firm’s UK arm had 
immediate success when the 
official scheme was launched, 
and recognised the restriction 
that the age limit was placing 
on sales potential. 

Toby Marshall, Mitsubishi’s 
UK sales director, said: “Over 
21 per cent of our dealers’ May 
orders came through the new 
scrappage scheme. 

“To help maximise on this 
momentum, we decided to 
launch our own scheme, which 
means a customer can bring in 
a car as young as five years 
old to get the same discount.” 

The firm says around 17 per 
cent of its new-car enquiries 
now come via the scrappage 
scheme route. 


No fashion statement, 
but SX4 is easy to like 



T he SX4 from Suzuki is a car 
that’s easy to overlook amid the 
cut and thrust of the car market. 
It follows then that should one ever 
manage to fix your gaze and hold 
your attention, you probably won’t be 
expecting too much. 

It looks like yet another small car 
with 4x4 pretensions and for the most 
part, it is but this little Suzuki has 
some surprises up its sleeves. Not 
least in the 1.6-litre DDiS diesel form 
we examine here. 

The 1.6-litre DDiS diesel engine 
comes only with the SX4’s front- 
wheel-drive transmission so it would 
probably be wise for owners to put 
any notions of striking out into the 
great unknown behind them at this 
stage. The engine is a common-rail 
diesel with 89bhp to its name. That’s 
not a lot of power but the driver is 
compensated by 214Nm of torque 
that's produced at l,750rpm. It makes 
the SX4 punchy, if not outright fast, 
up to the 30-40mph cruising speeds 
that so often represent the best case 
scenario in our congested urban 
areas. The 0-60mph increment takes 
12.2s and there’s a 109mph top speed 
so the SX4 is far from out of its depth 
on the open road. 

As we’ve already indicated, 
visually the SX4 is nothing to write 
home about. It lacks the overt 4x4 
styling cues that some of its 
contemporaries lay on so thick. 

There are roof rails and plastic 
cladding for the sills and wheelarches 
but the SX4 looks more like a high 
riding supermini than a 
thoroughbred off-roader. The interior 
is similarly low-key but the 
uncluttered dash with its chunky 


controls works very well. The various 
functions for the audio and 
ventilation systems are extremely 
simple to operate and there’s a tough 
feel to the plastics and the build 
quality that inspires confidence. The 
steering column doesn’t adjust for 
reach which may be a barrier to some 
people getting comfy but the seats are 
firm and supportive with plenty of 
adjustment potential. 

The 1.6 DDiS engine is offered in 
GLX trim which is quite plush 
considering the prices Suzuki is 
offering the SX4 at. There’s remote 


central locking, electric front 
windows, a CD stereo with volume 
controls on the steering wheel, a trip 
computer and roof rails. The safety 
provision is also generous with twin 
front, side and curtain airbags, ABS 
and three-point belts all round. With 
no automatic gearbox, 4x4 
transmission or other trim levels 
offered with this engine, customers 
have few choices at their disposal. 

Fuel economy benefits from the 
absence of weighty 4x4 mechanicals 
in the 1.6 DDiS model and while 
owners will struggle to replicate the 


53.3mpg that the car returns on the 
official combined cycle, returns in 
the high 40s will not be unheard of. 
C02 emissions of 139g/km also make 
the SX4 very reasonable to tax. 

Treading the no man’s land 
between conventional superminis 
and the smallest 4x4s, Suzuki’s SX4 
isn’t an obvious choice but it is a 
rewarding one. 

It won’t be popular with those 
looking to make a big fashion 
statement but it’s very easy to like for 
its solidity, composed handling and 
practicality

Right-back Crowe yesterday 
swopped Northampton for York¬ 
shire for a deal which it is under¬ 
stood will see his weekly wage 
double. And Coke wiU re-sign for 
Gray, but has not put pen to 
paper, instead confirming he 
will do so when he returns from 
his holiday. 

“The picture is obviously now 
a httle clearer for us,” said Gray. 
“We are currently in talks with 
a number of players about bring¬ 
ing them to the club.” 

And he added: “I am pleased 
Giles has decided to stay with us 
next season. 

“He is a player with a huge 
amount of natural ability and a 
lot of potential. He was very 
influential for us the season 
before last with some impor¬ 
tant goals from midfield and 
while last season was obviously 
disappointing for all of us, I 
am sure he can be a big player 
for us this season. 

“He is one who has been mon¬ 
itored by some clubs in the 
Championship in the past, and 
that doesn’t happen unless you 
are a good player. 

“His decision to stay is another 
piece of the jigsaw for us and I 
think he will benefit from the 
experience we have added to 
the squad through Steve Guinan 
and Craig Hinton. 

“You need goals from all over 
the field if you are to be suc¬ 
cessful and Giles is one who 
can certainly chip in from mid¬ 
field. 

“I am pleased he will be with 
us and looking forward to get¬ 
ting back to work on July 1,” he 
added.

SAINTS star Euan Murray's 
hopes of playing in Satur¬ 
day's first test for the British 
& Irish Lions are all but over 
after he suffered an ankle 
injury earlier this week. 

In the final warm-up game 
ahead of the first Test against the 
Southern Kings in Port Elizabeth, 
Murray limped off the field after 
just seven minutes. 

An x-ray has revealed there are 
no bones broken in the tighthead 
prop’s ankle, but with just three 
days to go to the first Test in Dur¬ 
ban Murray has little time to 
recover, especially as the Lions 
will name their team tomorrow 

And head coach Ian McGeechan 
says the Lions physios was due 
to assess the injury over the last 24 
hours, prompting speculation that 
Murray’s tour is hanging in the 
balance. It is cruel luck for the 
Scotsman, who started the match in 
impressive style as the first scrum 
saw the Lions march a fired-up 
Kings back 10 metres. It was Mur¬ 
ray’s last chance to secure a place 
in the front-row, but Phil Vickery 
now looks certain to take over the 
tighthead role. 

McGeechan said: “The good 
news is that Euan has had an x-ray 
and there is no break or fracture of 
the ankle, which was our biggest 
concern. There is a sprain, though, 
so the medical team will review 
that over the next 24 hours.” 

The Kings played a very physi¬ 
cal game that bordered on the vio¬ 
lent, and in the first 12 minutes 
Murray was followed off the field 
by Welsh fly-half James Hook.
